1 . Change  the  order  of  the  layers  so  that  the  creek  are  on  top  of  the  Gold  King  Mine  point, 
thus  the  fact  that  the  creek  and  river  does  not  meet  is  visible 

2.  Change  the  symbology  of  the  river  and  creek  slightly  to  be  thinner  to  enforce  the  fact  that 
the  creek  and  river  does  not  meet  as  well 


One  needs  to  zoom  in  to  the  area  a bit  to  see  that  the  river  and  creek  do  not  meet,  if  you  want  to 
emphasize  more  on  it,  I am  thinking  we  can  create  an  inset  of  the  area.
